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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Following the requirements of the statutes, we 
respectfully present this annual report of the School 
Board. 

The work of the year has been very gratifying to 
the Board. We were fortunate in securing good teach- 
ers for all the schools, and they have been faithful and 
earnest in their work; as a result, we believe our 
schools are in a condition not inferior to any previous 
year. 

Number of scholars reported by Selectmen, boys, 
343 girls, 31: total,65. No. of scholars enrolled, boys, 
44; girls, 35; total, 79. Whole No. of visitors, 203. 
No. of visits by School Board, 25. Cost per week for 
each scholar, district No. 1, $0.25; district No. 2, 
$0.45 ; district No. 3, $0.61 ; district No. 4, $0.71. 


District No? T: 


This school for the entire year was taught by Miss 
Mary A. Downing, of Swanzey, who succeeded in 
gaining the good-will of the pupils, and the confidence 
and co-operation of the parents at once. This was an 
excellent school, and satisfactory to all, so far as we 
know. Good progress was made in all the studies. A 
marked improvement was noticed in the manners of the 
scholars, both in and out of the school room. 
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The winter term of this school was closed the sixth 
week on account of sickness caused by /a grippe. 


Districr. No. 2. 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Carrie E. Hardy, of Nelson, an experienced and ener- 
getic teacher, and the schools were a success in every 
way. We regretted that Miss Hardy could not remain 
through the year. 

The winter term of eight weeks was taught by Miss 
Myra B. Nims, with good success, and satisfactory to 
all, so far as we know. 


District No. 3. 


This was a prosperous school, and under the instruc- 
tion of Miss Leslie A. Gay, of Keene, for the year. 
The progress made by the school was excellent. We 
were especially pleased with the manner of explaining 
examples by the classes in arithmetic, showing careful 
drill on the part of the teacher. In this district, as in 
some others, there is wanting that hearty co-operation 
between parents and teachers that is needed to make 
the school a success in the highest sense. Parents 
should encourage the teacher by visiting the school 
often, also by helping their children to be punctual in 
their attendance. 

District No. 4. 


The summer and fall terms were taught by Miss 
Myra B. Nims. Miss Nims’ management of this school 
was satisfactory to the Board, and good progress was 
made in the studies pursued. The order was excellent. 
The teacher was faithful in the discharge of her duties, 
and the result was two profitable terms. 
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The fall term was closed at the end of the eighth 
week on account of diphtheria in the district. There 
was no winter school. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


There has been no change in text books, but the 
Board think that it would be for the best interest of the 
schools to make a change in the readers and arithmetics. 
We have made inquiries in regard to different text 
books in use. We find that the Franklin series of 
readers and arithmetics are highly recommended, and 
used by several towns in the county. Quite a number 
of the parents refused to buy books after the law was 
passed requiring the town to furnish text-books, conse- 
quently we purchased twenty-seven copies of the Frank- 
lin’s Arithmetics, with the idea that it would be for the 
interest of the schools to make a change the coming 
year. We hope that the new School Board will take 
the subject into consideration. In closing, we would 
say to the parents, do not allow your children to be 
absent from school unless aésolute/y necessary. If any 
cause for dissatisfaction exists, notify the Board, that it 
may be righted. By doing this you will confer a favor 
upon all concerned. | 

We extend thanks to parents and citizens who have 
aided us in our work.
